BY FALLING ROCK 


Former Uplander Crushed at. 


Mine in Seiad Valley— 
Funeral Held

Marion Miller, son of Mr. 


and Mrs. George T. Miller, 1262 


East Ninth street, was _ killed 
when a huge boulder fell on him 
was working as fore- 
man of a mining crew in Seiad 
valley, in northern California. 


The accident occurred on Feb. 13. | 


Mr. Miller and other relatives 
went north to attend the funeral 
on Sunday. 


Announcement of the man’s 
death was made today. Mr. Mil- 
ler resided in Upland only a 


short time a gocd many years 
ago. He has visited here, how- 
ever, and is known to many as 
Ed Miller. He was 40 years of 
age. Surviving him are his wid- 
ow and a son at Seiad valley; his 
parents, and three sisters, Mrs. 
Roy Palmer and Mrs. Ethel Pal- 
mer, all of Upland; and Mrs. Wal- 
ter Piety of Ontario. Mr. Miller, 
Mr. and Mrs. Roy Palmer and 
Mrs. Piety went nerth to attend 
the funeral services. 

Mr. Miller was held in high es- 
teem by all the miners and oth- 
ers in that community and near- 
ly the entire populace paid re- 
spects to his memory at the ser- 
vices. 

For many years Mr. Miller 
worked in the mining district. He 


;owned three gold mines but was 


working as a foreman for anoth- 


|; er mine owner when the accident 


occurred, A huge boulder had 
stood in the way of the mining 


crew for some time. Mr. Miller, 
however, had warned his crew 
of the possibility of it falling 


some time. 


While he was examining gold | 


ore just below the rock the earth 
gave way slightly and the rock 
fell on Mr. Miller. It is believed 


‘he was killed instantly, his chest 


being badly crushed. Employes 
worked frantically for nearly 
three hours before the rock could 
be moved from his body.
